UCLA  was  the  final  squad  to 
qualify  for  the  tourney  by  down- 
ing Stanford,  51-45,  to  take  the 
Big  Six  Conference  spot,  thus 
joining  San  Francisco  as  teams 
from  the  West  Coast.  The  Dons 
from  San  Francisco  were  the  on- 
ly team  who  didn’t  have  to  go 
through  a playoff  to  earn  the 
right  to  play  in  the  Regionals. 

Both  Oregon  State  and  Arizona 
State  played  in  the  OSU  Field- 
house  Monday  night  before  qual- 
ifying. Oregon  State  beat  Seattle 
and  Arizona  State  dumped  Utah 
State  in  these  qualifying  tilts. 

ASU’S  SUN  DEVILS  will  pro- 
bably be  favored  by  most  of  the 
experts  to  cop  the  Western  Reg- 
ionals.

Red  Army 
Pulls  Out 
On  Cuba 

WASHINGTON,  March  14  — 
(UPI) — Russia  appears  to  have 
removed  almost  2,000  military 
personnel  from  Cuba  in  the  past 
month  and  indications  are  that 
another  1,500  will  be  taken  out 
Friday  or  Saturday,  U.S.  officials 
said  today. 

Assistant  Secretary  of  State 
Edwin  M.  Martin  was  disclosed 
to  have  told  a congressional  sub- 
committee the  United  States  is 
ready  to  send  military  help  to 
any  Latin  American  nation 
, threatened  by  a Communist  take 
over  if  aid  is  requested. 

Martin  also  said  that  the  risk 
of  nuclear  war  would  have  been 
“accelerated  very  greatly”  last 
fall  if  the  U.S.  had  continued  its 
blockade  of  Cuba.  He  said  “we 
would  have  raised  the  level  of 
confrontation  with  the  Soviets  to 
a level  which  might  well  have  be. 
come  intolerable  for  them.” 

Soviet  Premier  Nikita  S.  Khru- 
shchev has  promised  to  pull  “sev- 
eral thousand”  Soviet  troops  out 
of  Cuba  by  mid-march. 

The  United  States  estimated  a 
month  ago  that'  there  were  17,000 
Soviet  military  personnel  in  Cuba. 
This  number  is  believed  to  in- 
clude about  5,(X)0  combat  troops 
organized  in  four  battalions.  The 
rest  are  believed  to  be  military 
technicians  and  units  training 
Cubans  in  the  use  of  new  con- 
ventional weapons. 

U.S.  officials  who  told  of  the 
troop  movements  acknowledged 
that  a key  point  would  be  wheth- 
er the  men  being  removed  in- 
clude any  of  the  combat  troops 
who  have  represented  Russia’s 
on-the-spot  ability  to  help  Cuban 
Premier  Fidel  Castro  in  event  of 
a rebellion.

the  orchestra  without  a leader 
or  visible  means  of  financial 
support,  he  agreed  to  help  them 
out  in  a pinch,  conducted  with 
his  bow  when  he  wasn’t  per- 
forming with  it. 

Instead  of  an  encore,  the  vi- 
olinist gave  a five-minute  cur- 
tain speech  urging  the  citizens 
of  the  Motor  City  to  support  the 
orchestra,  pointing  out  that 
many  a lesser  metropolis  up  and 
down  the  land  manages  to  keep 
symphony  music  alive.  Nobody 
was  any  better  pleased  than  Spi- 
vakovsky when  a group  of  De- 
troit businessmen  have  refin- 
anced the  orchestra  and  guar- 
anteed its  permanent  continu- 
ance under  the  direction  of  Paul 
Paray. 

Spivakovsky  prefers  planes  to 
trains  for  transportation  between 
engagements,  partly  because  he 
sleeps  badly  on  trains.  Although 
he  has  appeared  throughout  the 
United  States,  in  Canada,  Ven- 
ezuela, Columbia  and  Ecuador, 
and  many  countries  of  Europe, 
the  violinist  has  never  cancelled 
a concert;  on  only  one  occasion, 
snowbound  some  30  miles  from 
Toronto,  was  he  obliged  to  delay 
a performance  for  24  hours. 

ON  TOUR,  his  biggest  prob 
lem  is  the  care  of  the  1721  Stra- 
divarius  which  he  always  car- 
ries personally.  Porters  can  be 
trusted  with  the  luggage  con- 
taining his  white  tie  and  tails, 
but  not  with  the  priceless  Strad. 
Between  tours,  it  is  kept  in  the 
music  room  of  his  home  in  West- 


port, Conn.,  where  a thermo- 
stat keeps  the  tempefature  be- 
twen  68  and  70  dgrees.  On  a 
tour,  a frequent  quick  change 
from  hot  to  cold  climates,  and 
the  difference  in  humidity  from 
engagement  to  engagement,  of- 
ten affects  the  strings;  on  oc- 
casion, even  the  dozens  of  pieces 
of  wood  of  which  the  instrument 
is  fashioned  begin  to  move  ever 
so  slightly. 

It  is  not  uusual  for  Spivakov- 
ky  to  spend  as  much  as  two 
hours  tuning  his  fiddle  before 
a concert  begins,  which  often 
means  that  the  musical  perfec- 
tionist in  Spivakovsky  gets  the 
upper  hand  over  the  cultivated 
continental  who  might  otherwise 
have  turned  up  to  browse  in  a 
local  art  gallery. 

The  repertory  Spivakovsky  is 
prepared  to  play  with  orches- 
tra includes  16  concertos,  of 
which  seven — significantly  en- 
ough— are  contemporary  works. 
In  addition  to  Beethoven,  Bra- 
hms, Mendelssohn,  Tchaikowsky, 
Paganini  and  Mozart,  the  fam- 
ous fiddler  plays  major  works 
by  Sibelius,  Stravinsky,  Bartok, 
Bruch,  Roger  Sessions,  Menotti, 
Barber,  Bernstein,  Rosza  and 
Copland.  His  performance  of  the 
dynamic  Session  Violin  Concerto 
with  the  New  York  Philharmon- 
ic under  .Leonard  Bernstein  was 
a triumph. 

IN  TSARIST  Russia,  where 
Spivakovsky  was  born,  there 
used  to  be  a saying  that  in  or- 
der to  be  famous  it  was  necess- 
ary to  be  dead,  crazy  or  a for- 


eigner, but  that  in  order  to  be 
really  famous,  it  was  necessary 
to  be  dead,  crazy,  and  a foreign- 
er. As  the  United  States  has 
grown  to  musical  maturity,  Spi- 
vakovsky notes  with  delight  that 
this  lugubrious  state  of  affairs 
does  not  exist  in  America.  He 
points  with  pride  as  a natural- 
ized American  to  the  fact  that 
more  live  serious  music  is  now 
made,  and  attentively  listened 
to,  in  America  than  anywhere 
else  in  the  world  at  an  ytime. 

Nor  is  Spivakovsky  cheered 
merely -by  the  fact  that  Ameri- 
cans support  some  thirty  first- 
class  orchestras  with  budgets  of 
more  than  $100, 000  • a year; 
equally  encouraging,  he  feels,  is 
the  fact  that  throughout  the  na- 
tion more  than  700  orchestras  of 
all  kinds,  including  college  and 


community  orchestras,  are  mak- 
ing good  music  live  for  a stead- 
ily expanding  public.

On  paper,  there  is  no  earthly 
reason  why  the  Dodgers  should 
not  win. 

MANAGER  WALT  Alston  con- 
cedes  as  much.  But  the  Dodgers 
also  looked  to  be  the  best  club  in 
the  National  League  the  past 
three  years  and  still  didn’t  win. 
Alston,  one  of  the  better  manag- 
ers around,  knows  down  deep  the 
front  office  might  run  out  of  pa- 
tience if  the  Dodgers  lose  again 
this  year. 

The  pitching  looks  good  with 
Don  Drysdale  (25-9),  Johnny 
Podres  (15-13)  and  Koufax  (14- 
7)  set  in  the  starting  rotation  and 
such  capable  relievers  as  Ed  Roe- 
buck (10-2),  Ron  Perranoski  (6- 
6)  and  Jack  Smith,  who  was  17-7 
with  Omaha  of  the  American  As. 
sociation  in  the  bullpen. 

TO  GET  SLUGGING  Bill  Skow- 
ron  from  the  Yankees,  the  Dodg- 
ers gave  up  right-handed  pitcher 
Stan  Williams  and  that  means 
Alston  will  have  to  unearth  a 
fourth  starting  pitcher. 

With  Skowron  at  first  base, 
Ron  Fairly  will  be  free  for  out- 
field duty  and  that  will  mean  an- 
other solid  bat  in  the  lineup.  The 
Dodgers  plan  to  go  all  the  way 
with  Tommy  Davis  at  third  base, 
forgetting  about  him  as  an  out- 
fielder, and  big,  lumbering  Frank 
Howard  has  been  told  to  go  to 
left  field  and  stay  there.
